FurRTHER PARTICULARS OF THE Fire AT THE Royatty THEATRE.— 


The whole of these extensive premises hare fallen a prey to the flames. - 


A casual passenger was the first who discovered any symptoms of 
fire; he communicated the fact to a watchman. who gave the alarm : 
engines were sent for, but ere they eould arrive, the fire broke ont in 
all directions. A difficulty was at first experienced with regard to 
getting water, but by the exertions of a fireman, a plentiful supply 
was at length procured, and the engines began to play upon the 
walls of the building, which at two o’clock was completely enveloped 
in flames ; in fact, the fire had made such progress in the interior be- 
fore it was discovered, that it was soon evident but few hopes of sav- 
ing the theatre could be entertained, and the attention of the men 
was directed to the preservation of the adjoining houses, numbers of 
“which were exposed to considerable danger of sharing in the common 
destruction. Fortanately, their exertions were so far crowned with 
success. The Theatre, however, is completely destroyed, with all 
the machinery, scencs, and properties, the smallest portion of which 
it was found impossible to preserve. The only consolation is, that no 
lives were lost in this: melancholy affair, which is supposed to have 
originated from some gpaik or ignited wadding, belonging to the fire- 
work used in the representation of Mount Etna, in the after-piece, 
which must have escaped observation, and lodged in some part of the 
scenery. Not any part of the property, with the exception of the 
mere building, is, we understand, insured. It has been said that 
some persons received injuries, more or less severe, in their attempts 
to save some of the moveables, by@we cannot trace the report to any 
foundation, ‘The loss is estimated at from £15.000 to £20,000, of 
which only £1,500 was insured.
